DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

L The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR L83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "moveable mounting means that 
translates into the lithographic apparatus in order to position the pellicle in close proximity to the 
surface of the projection system" (claims 1,11 and 21) must be shown or the feature(s) canceled 
from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered.
